— The "photophone" is a novel instru- 


nn nt by which rays of light are made to 
pn>ducc sound. The honor of the dis- 
covery of the applications involved is 
cl limed by Prof. A. Graham Bell, the in- 
vi ntorof thc'tclcphonc. Hejhas succeed- 
ed in so controlling light vibrations as to 
br able to transmit speech by rays of 
li;.'ht, without the aid of conducting wires. 
In this way articulate sounds have been 
reproduced at a distance of about seven 
hundred feet. 
— In Sweden nearly two thousand "school 
gardens" have been established as instru- 
ments of useful scientific education. 


— At the request of the Centennial 


Commission, a committee was appointed 
its 187C, by the Peiladelphia Academy of 
Si icnco, to investigate and report upon 
tlic subject of the insects and plants that 
might be introduced to our soil through 
tli« medium of foreign exhibits. 
The 


committee now announces that but thir- 
teen species of plants have been found in 
the Exhibition grounds, and these only 
ID isolated specimens, showing no dispo- 
sition to spread. Some of the species are 
from the western part of our country, 
wime from Europe, while a few of them 
air from Japan. 


— At n recent Berlin bird show several 


canaries wore exhibited which attracted 
much attention on account of the peculiar 
Cdior of their plumage. Some were green, 
others red and light brown, and others of 
a soft gray tint, while all differed more or 
Ie'.< from the light yellow of the common 
bii d. These variations of color were pro- 
duced by the daily use of cayenne pepper 
in the food of the birds. The pepper is 
gi\cn in small quantities at first, and the 
birds appear to like it. The immediate 
edicts are, however, anything bvit pleas- 
ing to the beholder, for the feathers soon 
bc^in to fall, giving the birds the appear- 
ance of molting ; but in a short time new 
fe ithers make their appearance, having 
th" curious tints observed. 


— The JablochkofT system of electric 


lighting is now in use under almost every 
possible condition, and in every variety 
of establishment — in streets, on bridges, 
in railway stations, theatres, circuses, en- 
gineering and industrial works, docks, ba- 
sins, on board steam vessels, in hotels, 
ami in private residences. King Thoo- 
b.uv, of Burmah, has sixty lights fitted 
up in his palace atMandalay; the Sluh of 
l'i rsia has four at Teheran ; Prince Agak- 
lam has six at Bombay; and the King of 
Portugal and the ex-Queen of Spain are 
nKo using them. Seventeen hundred and 
sixteen were lately reported in use in dif- 
fci ent countries, one hundred and ninety- 
ei:;ht being in England. 


— A new procees of obtaining iterco- 


t\pc plates for printing has been discov- 
ered by M. Emile Jcanuin, a sculptor of 
P.iris, who proposes to employ for that 
purpose the material known as celluloid. 
The process of preparation takes only half 
an hour, when, the matter is once in type, 
and the plates thus produced are remark- 
ably adapted for working on cylinder ma- 
chines running at a high speed, being 
very light, flexible and durable. In this 
last respect they are said to even surpass 
niftal plates, affording fifty, thousand im- 
pressions, whe.-eas the best electrotypcd 
pi ites will last for only thirty thousand. 


— Gray hairs sometimes come prema- 


tu eiyby inheritance, trouble, on the large 


U--I! of water containing lime. Tho sud- 
den blanching of a head of hair is fre- 
quently caused by severe nervous shocks, 
an 1 numerous historical and traditional 
cases may be cited in which sudden fear 
or overwhelming news has turned the hair 
while in a few hours. The cases of Maria 
Antoinette is one of the most tender and 
touching, for in n single night her rich 
d.irk hair was changed to a silvery gray. 
A Sepoy of the Bengal army was taken 
prisoner in 1858, and the fright he re- 
c -ived caused his hair to become com- 
pletely whitened within half an hour, the 
ch.inge being so rapid as to canse his cap- 
tor to exclaim in astonishment, "He is 
turning gray?" Under the influence of 
fr.ir or any great mental shock the blood 
recedes fron, the surface of the body to 
the heart, and it is supposed the same in- 
fluence may cause the coloring fluid of 
the hair to retire to the root bulbs, where 
it remains thereafter. 
Grey hair has 


been known to become dark without the 
chemical aid. 
In 1774, Nazarelia, a man 


li>5 years, was presented by nature with 
a new set of teeth and a restoration of 
the black hair of his youth. John Weeks 
w.is blessed with a regeneration of the 
color of his hair a short time before his 
death, which occurred at the age of 114 ; 
and Sir John Sinclair, dying at 110, re- 
joiced in a youthful head of hair during 
the latter years of his life. Dr. Richards 
Ins reported the case of a man who had 
three changes of his hair from black to 
white during his life, the first taking 
pl.iccwhen he was about 35 years old. 


— Careful and patient counting has 


shown that a single plant of purslane will 
produce 1,000,000 mature seeds. This 
v, ill furnish a seed for every square foot 
of ground on 23 acres. At this rate, the 
second generation from a single plant will 
produce the enormous aggregate of 1,- 
0' '0,000,000,000 seeds, or a 
seed for 


c\ ery square foot of 23,000,000 acres.

It reaches to the State which suffers when 
a single one of its citizens suffers, and is 
lowered in character and welfare as each 
of its citizens is lowered. A nation of 
liquor drinkers, or any smaller community 
of such, is on the road to material and 
moral ruin. 


A. FRIEND IN NEED. 


Sii Matthew Hale, then Chief Justice 


of England, more than 200 years ago, 
said: 


The places of judicature I have held in 


;his kingdom have given me an opportu- 
lity to observe the original cause of most 
of the enormities that have been com- 
nitttd for the space of nearly twenty- 
years, and by observation I have found 
;hat if the murders and manslaughters, 
the burglaries and the robberies, the riots 
and tumults, and all other atrocities that 
uve happened in that time, were divided 
nto five parts, four of them have been the 
issue and product of excessive drinking. 


Chief Baron Kelley, in a letter to the 


archdeacon of Canterbury, said : 


T« o-thirds of the crimes which come 


jefot e the courts of law of this country 
are occasioned chiefly by intemperance. 


Justice Coleridge said: 
There is scarcely a crime comes before 


me that is not causeddirectly or indirect- 
,y by strong drink. 


The language of Justice Gurney is to 


the s ime effect. He said : 


E\ ery crime has its origin more or less 


in drunkenness. 


Justice Patterson, in a charge to a 


jury, said: 


If it were not for this drinking you [the 


jury] and I would have very little to do, 


Mr. Justice Alderson, speaking on this 


subject, said : 


Drunkenness is the most fertile source 


of crime, and if it could be removed, tho 
assizes of the country would be rendered 
mere nullities. 


And Justice Wightman said: 
I lind in the calendar that comes before 


me that the one unfailing source, directly 
or indirectly, of most of the crimes that 
are committed is intemperance. 


A late inspector of English prisons in 


his report says: 


I urn within the truth when I state that 


in four cases out of five, when an offense 
has been committed, intoxicating drinks 
have been one of the causes. 


A committee of the House of Com- 


mons of the Dominion of Canada, in 1875; 
reported that 


Out of 29,279 commitments to the jails 


in the provinces of Ontario and Quebec 
during the three previous years, 21,236 
were committed either for drunkenness or 
for crimes perpetrated under the influence 
of drink. 


For every church in Philadelphia there

Rev. James A. Dean says: 
"When we have enacted laws that shall 


say to the owner of the vicious ox, 'Let 
him roam unrestrained, and kill with im- 
punity whomsoever he may': and to those 
who own patched and leaky boilers, or 
rotten vessels, 'Use them freely, and if 
they destroy lives, fear no penalties, for 
wo license you'; then may we grant 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating drink. 
No : I retract. 
We miijltt then license 


the liquor traffic were it not ten-fold more 
destructive than all the other evils I have 
mentioned; but there is no comparison. 
Those cannot injure beyond life and limb, 
and property; but such evils are tho least 
of the desolations of intoxicating drink. 


"It breaks up families; degrades-the 


noblest men to a condition and disposition 
worse than that of the brutes; blasts the 
fondest hopes of mothers and fathers; in- 
vades the church, and drags men in dis- 
grace from the pews and even from the 
pulpit; quenches the light of purity in 
Christian hearts, and kindles in its place 
the fires of lust, and all other debasing 
appetites; and after its victim has endud 
a wretched and degraded life here, it 
sends him down to the realm of endless 
woe, for the word of the Lord declares 
that 'no drunkard shall inherit the king- 
dom of God.' Never, then, till we have 
licensed all the iniquities and crimes that 
prevail in the land—which in large meas- 
ure flow from the use of alcohol—can we, 
with any consistency, license the sale of 
intoxicating liquors; nay, not even then. 


"There is a fearful responsibility rest- 


ing on every one who in any way aids or 
countenances the setting loose of this 
fearful scourge. Less guilty before God 
and before right reason, would he be who 
should scatter through the community the 
seeds of cholera or yellow fever. Wo may 
blink the responsibility now, but the time 
will come when it will roll back upon us 
like the waves of the storm-tossed sea. I 
dare not, as I prize my peace of consci- 
ence ; as I love my fellow-men; as 1 de- 
sire the favor of God here and His decla- 
ration of'well done' hereafter; I dare not 
vote to let loose all the woes produced by 
the liquor traffic; nor dare I stand neutral 
in the presence of such a gigantic evil. 
What say you, Christian brother t Friend 
of humanity, what say you, 'License' or 
NO LICENSE?'"

SALMON CATCIHNO ON THE COLUM- 


BIA.—The fishermen explore the river 
with a great net, 300 fathoms or 1,800 
feet in length. The top of the net is 
supported by corks, the bottom weighted 
with lead. 
When no obstructions are 


encountered the net drifts along evenly 
with the tide, and the moment the fish 
strike it and ensnare themselves, it is 
hauled in. The fisherman can tell by the 
corks where the captives are struggling, 
and he hauls in that portion only. .Some- 
times, however, a great school of freshly- 
run salmon, mad to reach the head-waters, 
dash against the whole length of the net, 
and then comes the tug of war. In dull 
times, when the salmon arc scarce, the 
fisherman has his patience sorely tried by 
the seals, who will watch the net as care- 
fully as he does himself, and rob it before 
his eyes. The seal has a weakness for the 
jowl of the salmon, and will offer bis epi 
curean palate only that portion. 
Having 


taken one bite of the fish, he tosses it 
contemptuously aside, and in this manner 
will destroy twenty salmon before the in- 
dignant fisherman can interrupt him. The 
ponderous and stupid sturgeon is another 
pest of the patient fisher. Nodding in 
bis boat, he sees the corks go whizzing 
under the water, and with great labor 
drags up the miles of twine and pounds of 
lead only to find a worthless monster that 
has to be cut loose. 
Sturgeon on the 


Columbia in the salmon season are not 
considered worth the trouble of towing 
ashore.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


PEKMANENCE OF OCEAN.—It has been 


a favorite theory with geologists that the 
land and sea have been constantly chang- 
ing their relations in past ages. Conti- 
nents have gradually sunk beneath the 
ocean waters, while the bed of the ocean 
has been uplifted so as to form new con- 
tinents. It would seem that this theory 
must be abandoned if the revelations 
made by dredging operations can be 
trusted. 
Dr. W. B. Carpenter, who has 


been conducting deep sea-dredgings for 
many years in the service of the English 
Government, rejects the old theory with- 
out hesitation. 


He finds the bed of ocean very shallow, 


in general, near the shores of continents, 
and thinks this shallow bed belongs to the 
continents, and may be subject (o alter- 
nate elevations and sinkings. 


But in the great ocean depths, corres- 


ponding to the mountain heights on 
shore, he finds no evidence of change in 
the geologic ages. They contain no wash- 
ings from the land of vegetable or animal 
remains and give no traces of continental 
life. The real oceanic floor is level, like 
the prairies of the West, with slight un- 
dulations ofsurface. 


Dr. Lyell imagined geology to be one 


of the exact sciences, and that his work 
would be of permanent authority. 
His 


theory of the untold ages needed for geol- 
ogic changes has been exploded by Sir 
William; and his other theory of the os- 
cillation of continents and ocean beds is 
now disproved by Dr. Carpenter. 
It is 


evident that geologists must not be too 
boastful of scientific exactness.

BOILDIHO A TONGUE. 


A Now I'rjtjoct Tor a Uulvcrntil I.auirunirc. 


A movement has been sot on foot in 


Paris by some gentlemen of influence and 
standing connected with tho ministry of 
public instruction to create a universal 
language by a classification and arrange- 
ment of existing words from the modern 
languages of Europe. It is thought that 
a language can be made containing 18,000 
or '20,000 words capable of expressing our 
thoughts on every subject. The English 
language has 80,000 words, and the Ger- 
man even more. But of course a vast 
number of these word* ore redundant, 
useless and obsolete. A congress of lin- 
guists will, it is said, soon assemble in 
Paris in order to give the project shape 
and to agree upon some definite plan of 
action. 


The scheme is to "build" a language 


which shall be as complete and simple as 
linguistic skill can make it for interna- 
tional use, and which, if successful, must 
obviously become the commercial lan- 
guage of the world. The new language, 
under government auspices, is to be taught 
in schools to the pupils along with the 
mother tongue of each country. Under 
this system a youth would be armed cap- 
a-pie for commerce and travel by the ac- 
quisition of but one language beside his 
own, and that will consist of about one- 
fourth the number of words which, at pre- 
sent, compose any one modern language. 
This scheme is no doubt Utopian at first 
sight, but great authorities have pro- 
nounced it practicable, and it is calcula- 
ted that two generations only will be re- 
quired to make the universal language a 
power in the world. 


It it intended that the tongue shall be 


composed wholly of words existing in the 
modern languages and which will be chosen 
for their expressiveness, ease of spelling 
and general adaptation to the objects, 
ideas, feelings, passions, etc., which they 
represent. 
Thus it is intended to adopt 


the French word'Honncrrc," for thunder; 
"siffler" for tlic verb to whistle, and so on. 


Words to express harsh ideas connected 


with war, shipwreck, etc., will be as far 
as possible taken from the German and 
other guttural tongues of Northern Eu- 
rope ; while from the more euphonious 
idioms of the south—the French, .Italian, 
Spanish, etc.—will be adopted words to 
express beauty, the softer emotions, art- 
istic ideas, etc. 
Good imitative words 


wherever found will be retained, such as 
the English word "babble," to conveythe 
idea of the babbling of a brook. The 
grammar of the new language is a mechan- 
ical matter, and we may be sure that all 
difficulties as to gender, case, etc., will 
be removed as far as possible.

ESTABLISHED BULES POK 8DOOESE- 


FOL PODLTBY RAISING. 


In raising poultry or stock, it should 


jo the aim of every one to keep it healthy 
und improve it. 
You can do it very 


easily by adopting some systematic rules. 
These may be summed up in brief as fol- 
lows : 


I. Construct your house good and warm, 


so as to avoid iLuiip floors and afford a 
flood of sunlight. Sunshine is bettor than 
medicine. 


'2. Provide a dusting and scratching 


place, where you can bury wheat and corn 
and thus induce the fowls to take needful 
exercise. 


8. Provide yourself with some good, 


healthy chickens, none to be over three 
or four years old, giving one oook to every 
twelve hens. 


4. Give plenty of fresh air at all times 


of the year, especially in summer. 


5. Give plenty of fresh water daily, and 


never allow the fowls to go thirsty." 


G. Foed them systematically, two or 


three times a day, and scatter the food, 
so that they cuu't eat too fast or without 
proper exercise. Do not feed more than 
they will eat up clean, or th<?y will get 
tired of that kind of feed. 


7. Give thein'a variety of both dry and 


cooked food; a mixture of cooked meal 
and vegetables U an excellent thing for 
their morning meal. 


8. Give soft feed in the morning, and 


the whole grain at night, except a littlu 
wheat or cracked corn placed in the 
scratching-place to give them exercise 
during the day, 


9. Above all things keep tli,} hen- 


houses clean and well ventilated. 


10. Do not crowd too many in one 


house. If you do, look out for disease. 


II. Use carbolic powder in the dusting 


bins occasionally to destroy lice. 


12. Wash your roosts and bottom of 


laying nests with whitewash once a week 
in summer, and once a month in winter. 


13. Let the old and young have as 


large a range as possible—the larger the 
better. 


14. Don't breed too many kinds of 


fowls at tho same time, unless you are 
going into the business. Three or four 
will give you your hands full. 


15. Introduce new blood into your 


stock every year or so, by cither buying a 
cockerel or sittings of eggs from some 
reliable breeder. 


10. In buying birds or eggs go to some 


reliable breeder who has his reputation at 
stake. You may have to pay a little more 
for birds, but you can depend on what you 
get. 
Culls are n«t cheap at any price. 


17. Save the best birds for next year's 


breeding, and send the others to market. 
In shipping fancy poultry to market send 
it dressed. 


CHOOSING PODLTBY. 


In choosing poultry, never buy a bird 


that cannot be cleansed without washing. 
A washed fowl is a very inferior article. 
It ought to be so cleanly picked and 
drawn that a towel will bcsufiicicnt. Buy 
& chicken that lias white flesh and pale 
yellow fat. In buying tame ducks young 
ones arc tho best, and, if yon take hold of 
the under part of the bill, and can neither 
bend or break it, the duck is young. The 
breast being hard and thick denotes that 
it is fresh and sweet. No duck, cither 
wild or tame, is good unless fat. 
Tame 


ducks arc served with apple or cranberry 
sauce, with currant jelly or oranges, and 
frequently with olives stewed in the gravy 
about five minutes before the bird is 
served. When geese are young and in 
good condition, their legs are soft, yellow 
and rather downy', if the legs ans stiff 
and dry, they are bad and tainted. Sonic 
kinds of tame birds require to be kept a 
little, others ought to be eaten as soon as 
possible; thus, pigeons are best when 
quite fresh, and lose nil taste and flavor if 
they are kept; but turkeys require to be 
hung for several days before they are 
tender. 
This condition, again, varies 


with the age of the bird, the state of the 
weather, &c. But if a turkey be hung by 
four of ii; largest tail feathers, as soon as 
it falls upon the towel prepared to receive 
it, it is in prime condition and will then 
deteriorate. 
In other poultry, an excel- 


lent plan to know when they are just in 
their tendcrest, is to judge by the ease 
with which the feathers come out. There- 
fore, when you clean and hang a bird, 
leave a few feathers, and when these can 
readily be pulled out, the bird is as ten- 
der as it will ever be.—Harper's Bazar.

able source of wealth, and the bird has 
been practically domesticated. Close to 
a very little Handel-stad, or trading sta- 
tion, if there is a convenient island, there 
is to be a colony of cider-ducks, and the 
birds arc to be seen by hundreds, swim- 
ming and fluttering about their island 
home, or squatted upon its shores in con- 
scious security from the foxes, which in- 
fest the mainland. The eider-ducks are 
protected all the year round under heavy 
penalties, being the only birds enjoying 
legal protection in Iceland, and they pre- 
fer the neighborhood of human habitation 
for their breeding places. 
From the 


largest of these "duckeries" as much as 
£300 is cleared annually, and the down 
being worth about a sovereign per pound 
on an average but we are surprised to 
hear that value was a little depressed in 
1878, owing to the war in Turkey. The 
ducks make their nests among rough ham- 
mocks, characteristic of all grassland in 
Iceland, laying their large, olive-green 
eggs upon a neat little bed of down, " so 
soft and brown."

tame allowing themselves to be lifted off 
their eggs and replaced, with only a few 
querulous notes of remonstrance for they 
will flop slowly and heavily away for a 
few yards on the approach of an intruder, 
waddling hastily bock as soon as he re- 
tires.

upon her nest; it is she who furnishes 
the precious down. The drake, on the 
contrary, has a showy black and white 
plumage, and is a remarkably conspicu- 
ous bird; he is not so tome as his mate, 
and has an easy time of it, while she is 
attending to her domestic duties. A7hen 
the nest, however has been repeatedly 
robbed of the down, and the poor duck 
finds difficulty in replacing it, the drake 
comet to the rescue and recognizes his 
paternal responsibility by furniihicg a 
supply of down from his own breast. 
—The Nineteenth Century. 


The cradle of the infant Princess of 


Spain is of polished ebony inlaid with sil- 
ver ; its form is that of an open shell: 
the curtains arc of silver gauze enameled 
with white velvet flowers; the coverlet of 
white satin on which are embroidered in 
brilliant colors the arms of Spain.

ator Hill, of Georgia, is, with his permis- 
sion, furnished to the New York Tribune 
for publication by the Hon. S. B. Chitten- 
den, of ]iroOklyn, to whom it was address- 
ed. In it Mr. Hill declares his hearty 
esteem fur General Garfield, and de- 
nounces the unscrupulous and insane at- 
tempt of a few Northern Democrats to 
plunge the country into the miseries of 
another disputed count. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November C, 


1880 :— My Dear Mr. CltiUenden : I re- 
gret so much to see you were defeated. It 
was a disagreeable surprise to me. * 
* * Well, my friend, the most anxious 
event in our history has become a fact—a 
solid North against a solid South! No 
language can express to you the view I 
take of this event for evil. It can have 
no logic—if continued—but disruption 
into several monarchies or the absolute 
consolidation of all the States into one 
empire. In either event our constitutional 
system will fail. 


In my opinion the time has come when 


the one great question for real statesmen 
to consider is, how speedily to break up 
this sectional solidity, and organize par- 
ties altogether on other issues. 
The 


Democratic party is hated at the North, 
and, therefore it ought to be disbanded. 
The Republican party is hated at the 
South, and, therefore, it ought to be dis- 
banded. Whether this hatred is just or 
not makes no difference. I would be 
glad to see a great National Union party 
organized, for I believe that the govern- 
ment formed by the constitution is a na- 
tion. True, it is a limited nation; but 
within the powers delegated to it by the 
constitution, it is as much a nation as any 
on the globe. But there are certainly

There has been going the rounds of 


some of the papers a statement that there 
was some dissatisfaction among the mem- 
bers of the Independent Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company, that the company was 
too large, and should be di\ ided, &c.

pointed a committee to examine the 
books of the Secretary of the Independent 
Mutual.
